Chief Executive of the Sunflower State 


Declares That the Advanced Freight 


Rates Demanded by the Railroads 


Were Agreed to by a Combine and 


Are Therefore Unlawful. 


Chicago, Dec. 13.— Governor VV. R. 
Stubbs of Kansas made a sensational 
attack upon railroads and trusts at a 
banquet of the Illinois Manufacturers’ 
association. 
He 
declared 
“ the 
ad­ 
vanced iV ig h t rates demanded by the 
railroads were agreed to by the com 
bined 
railroads 
and 
are 
therefore 
clearly in violation of the Sherman 
anti trust law ” and were unjustifiable. 
The speaker condemned the judge 
who fines corporations for violations 
of law and “ discharges the officers 
who get the money and are the real 
crim inals in the case." 
He asserted 
“ the relation of the federal govern­ 
ment to unlawful commercial institu­ 
tions organized for spoils and plunder I 
is one of the most humiliating and 
disgraceful chapters in Am erican his­ 
tory.” 
Governor Stubbs said in part: 
“ Every student of public affairs and 
every public official charged wit ii the 
enforcement of law knows the a lli­ 
ance between professional politicians, 
corporation lawyers and the financial 
and commercial interests, which are 
concerned in shaping state and fed­ 
eral legislation to serve their own spe­ 
cial interests, is a menace to the wel­ 
fare and life of our republic. 
“ It is well known, for instance, that 
within reasonable lim its the packing 
house trust exercises arbitrary power 
to fix tile purchase price of cattle, 
hogs and other live stock and deter­ 
mine with accuracy the amount of 
profit which they will take as their 
share of the transaction. 
It is well 
known that the packing house trust 
was formed and is being operated in 
oi>en and flagrant violation of moral 
and statutory laws. 


Principle of Law. 


‘There Is a well established princi­ 
ple of law which prohibits a man from 
doing in d irectly that which the law 
forbids him to do directly. 
If penal­ 
ties are provided by law for doing an 
act, the same penalties should attach 
when that act is accomplished by in­ 
direct means. 
"T h e Northern Securities company, 
which was organized to consolidate 
the Great Northern, Northern Pacific 
and Burlington railways, all compet­ 
ing lines, was declared illegal by the 
federal supreme court. 
Jam es J. H ill, 
J. Pierpont Morgan and their asso­ 
ciates proved themselves to be above 
the law and higher than the courts by 
proceeding 
immediately 
to 
destroy 
competition in railroad rates through­ 
out the Northwestern states by indi­ 
rectly doing what the supreme court 
had 
decided was unlawful for 
the 
Northern Securities company to do. 
“ The 
railroad 
is 
a 
government 
agency, and is therefore supposed to 
be subject to law. 
It is a creature of 
government, 
but 
the 
creature 
has 
grown to such proportions of wealth 
and political power that provisions of 
law and decrees of courts have proven 
ineffective in so far as they were in­ 
tended to exercise direct control over 
the 
operation 
of 
these 
commercial 
giants. 
“ The advanced freight rates demand­ 
ed by the railroads, and now being 
considered by the interstate commerce 
commission, were agreed to by the 
combined 
railroads 
of 
the 
United 
States, and are, therefore, clearly in 
violation of the Sherm an 
anti-trust 
law. 
“ The Sherm an anti-trust law pro­ 
vides a combination in restraint of 
trade is a crime punishable by fine or 
imprisonment, or both. 
The judge on 
the bench who insists on holding the 
corporation responsible for violation 
of law, and, not being able to send 
the corporation to prison, assesses a 
fine against it as punishment for rob­ 
bing the public of thousands of m il­ 
lions of dollars, through illegal combi­ 
nations in restrain of trade, and dis­ 
charges the officers who get the money 
and are the real crim inals in the case, 
is wholly unfit to occupy so response 
ble a public office. 
“I do not in any sense share the 
opinion sometimes expressed that the 
official acts of a judge are too sacred 
to be criticised. 
No citizen of this 
republic occupies a more honorable or 
desirable position than of a just judge 
who honors his office.” 


W ill Be Held W ith View to Improving 
Farm Conditions.

view to improving the conditions of 
country life in the state, I>ean H. L. 
Russell of the college of agriculture 
has called a country life conference to 
bo held at Madison under the auspices 
of the university Feb. 14-15. 
The pur­ 
pose is to bring together Wisconsin 
farmers, teachers, ministers, editors, 
business men and librarians to discuss 
the social aspects of farm and country 
life. 
In calling this meeting Professor 
Russell has taken another step toward 
bringing the university into closer re­ 
lationship with the state. 
The agri­ 
cultural department enjoys the reputa­ 
tion of being the most useful of any 
of the departments. 
It has brought 
about several changes which have im­ 
proved the agricultural output of the 
state and relieved many of the bur­ 
dens and drudgeries of farm life. 
The two days’ programme will in­ 
clude general discussions of the social 
and economic problems of country life 
in the state. 
There w ill be round ta­ 
ble discussions and conferences on 
particular topics. 
The functions of the 
church, the business man and farm­ 
ers’ organizations in relation to rural 
conditions will be considered on Tues­ 
day, Feb. l l 
The country school, the 
press, and fhe library will be the sub 
jects for discussion Feb. 15. 
Addresses by those who have had 
actual experience with conditions of 
rural life in Wisconsin will be a fea­ 
ture of tho meeting. 
Many of the 
problems ot country life, it is believed, 
are being solved by existing institu­ 
tions in the state and the conference 
in 
which 
experiences 
may 
be 
ex­ 
changed should result in much good.

A ll passengers and the crew showed 
great courage, and there were no mis­ 
haps of any kind in transferring the 
people to the rescuing ship. 
According to the stones of passen­ 
gers, the Olympia struck Blight isl­ 
and reef, four miles off shore and th ir­ 
ty-five miles from Valdez, at midnight 
Saturday. 
After the first impact the 
ship slid and then settled, resting for­ 
ward of amidships. 
The sea pounded the ship unceas­ 
ingly upon the rocks. 
W ater poured 
into 
the 
hold, 
Hooding 
the 
engine 
room, extinguishing the electric lights, 
and finally making the wireless appa­ 
ratus entirely worthless. 
The conduct of the officers and crew 
was admirable, and 
the passengers 
especially commended the bravery and 
good 
judgment 
of 
Captain 
Jam es 
Daniels. 
Fifteen 
hours 
after 
the 
Olympia 
struck, the government launch Lieu ­ 
tenant Donaldson and 
the steamer 
Juno came in sight. 
The storm then 
had largely abated, and the Olympia 
was resting quietly. 
The rescue boats 
went to the side of the steamship and 
without difficulty 123 persons— passen­ 
gers and crew— were taken off, togeth- 
§r with mail, express and baggage. 
The passengers were conveyed to 
Ellem ar, where they received every at­ 
tention possible. 
The Olympia lies on Blight Island 
reef, enshrouded with ice from the sea 
which froze upon her. The prospect of 
saving the vessel is not good, nor is it 
likely that any of the cargo ca* be 
saved, 
The vessel is valued at $250,- 
OOO, and the cargo at $50,000.

Washington, 
Dec. 
13.— Announcing 
the broad nile that a conspiracy under 
the Sherman anti-trust law may be a 
“ continuing offense,” instead of 
an 
offense limited to the formation of 
the conspiracy, the supreme court of 
the United States went a long way 
toward dispelling doubt as to the law. 
The direct result of the decision is 
that Gustave E. Kissel of New York 
and Thomas B. Harried of Philadel­ 
phia must answer further to the in­ 
dictment, brought 
in 1909 
In New 
York, charging them with conspiracy 
with the Am erican 
Sugar 
Refining 
company and others to drive the Penn­ 
sylvania Sugar Refining company out 
of business. 
The indirect result w ill be that the 
government w ill 
find 
it easier 
to 
prosecute conspiracy under the Sher­ 
man anti trust law. 
Instead of being 
required to show In an indictment a 
conspiracy or an overt act in further­ 
ance thereof within three years of the 
time of indictment it is said the ac­ 
cused w ill be required to show the 
conspiracy had been ended by aban­ 
donment or success more than three 
years before the indictment. 
Holding that 
a conspiracy in 
re 
straint of trade is different from and 
more than a contract in restraint of 
trade, Justice Holmes gummed up the 
decision of the court In this manner: 
"T h e indictment charges a continu­ 
ing conspiracy. 
W hether it does so 
with technical sufficiency is not be­ 
fore us. 
A ll that we decide is that a 
conspiracy may have continuance In 
time and that, where the indictment 
consistently with the other facts a1 
leged that it did so continue to the j 
date of filing, that allegation must be 
denied under the general issue and 
not by a special plea.” 


Washing*on, D<*c, 
13.— The senate 
confirmed the nomination of Edward 
Douglass W hite of Louisiana to be 
chief justice of the United States, the 
highest judicial position in the gov­ 
ernment. 
t hief Justice W h ite ’s com­ 
mission v i.l be issued before another 
session. 
Accompanying Justice W h ite ’s name 
iu the list of nominations wore those 
of Judge W illis Van Devanter of W yo­ 
ming and Joseph Lam ar of Georgia to 
be associate justices of the supreme 
court of the United States. 
No action 
was taken in their cases, although 
there is 
no apparent opposition to 
cither jur'st, nor was an attempt made 
to confirm the Judges named for the 
new court of commerce. 
All were re­ 
ferred to the senate judiciary commit­ 
tee. 
The senate committee on interstate 
commerce will meet to consider the 
nominations of C. €. McChord of Ken­ 
tucky and B. H. Meyer of Wisconsin 
for membership on the interstate com­ 
merce commission. 
It is said there 
w ill be no serious opposition to the 
confirmation of either, but as the sen 
ate has no first mind knowledge that 
Chairman Knapp, named as the pre­ 
siding judge of the court of com­ 
merce, int urds to retire from the com­ 
mission, the nominations w ill go over 
until another meeting.
